It was at the Blevins Farm 
that Jim Cummins first told me the 
tale of his Ulyssean rovings, his 20- 
years struggie to get back home, 
ending triumphantly in 1899. That 
was 17 years after Frank James 
came in and quit, which proves Mr. 
Cummins to have made thé longest 
record of any of the outlaws as a 
man “on the dodge.” However, his 
dodging was different from that of 
the leaders. He came in so quietly, 
at last. that not even the newspa- 
per reporters discovered him. 
“How did you manage it?” I in- 
‘quired. 


I went up to 


down at home. I got ft all,fixed up. 
Ive got plenty of friends. 

That was the fotrth and final 
surrender of Jim Cummins, if it 
may be called surrender at all. He 
simply rode into town one day, 
where everpeody had known him 
since boyhood, and “got it all fixed 
Lup.” It’s easy enough when you 
know how, Jim says. 

“So it may be said,” I queried, 
“that you’ lasted about 17 years 
longer than Frank James did?” 

“Oh, no; I surrendered, all right, 
before he was tried at Gallatin in 
connection with the Rock Island 
train robbery at Winston.

The California girl triumphed 
over Kathleen McKane of Englana 
in the final round of the title com- 
petition yesterday, 3--6, 6—0, 
6—2. Fighting pluck in the face 
of adversity crowned Miss Wills 
queen of the American courts for 
the third successive year. 

“ Three times during the tourna- 
ment she was extended to three 
sets. Joan Fry of England and 
Helen Goss of New York pushed 
her to the limit in preliminary 
round match. But each time she 
turned impending defeat into tri- 
umph. 

First Set Costly. 

She sensed her superior stamina 
and power in every drive and was 
willing to sacrifice the first set to 
tire her opposition. 

In each of three matches, her 
opponents were so exhausted after 
their initial victorf@s that they fell 
easy victims to her powerful 
strokes in the final two sets. 

Miss McKane, the first foreign 
player to reach the final round of 
the event, was never in the running 
after taking the first set. 

After defeating Miss McKane, 
Miss Wills returned to the court 
an hour later to retain her title 
as doubles champion with Mary K. 
Browne of California. 

They defeated Mrs. May Sutton 
Bundy and Miss Elizabeth Ryan, 
6—4, 6—3. Last year Miss Wills 
and her teacher, Mrs. George W. 
Wightman of Boston, won the dou- 
bles title. 

The matches marked Miss Wills’ 
final appearance in the East. She 
hag decided not to play in the dou- 
bles at Boston this week but will 
depart for home shortly. 


A Human Champion. 
Miss Wills not only rose to her 
agen heights in overcoming 
Miss McKane, but in the glow of 


her victory cast aside the mask of 
reserve that has been one of her 
principal characteristics, for a husst 
of girlish enthusiasm. Tossing her 
racqget aside, she “jumped for 
soy" a shout from the gallory 
apprised her that the final and ile- 
ciding point, which she had be- 
Meved an error, was a placement 
for her instead. Then she raced 
to the side of her drooping op- 
ponent, patted her back, then posed 
in exuberant spirits for a mass of 
cameramen as she laughingly a.- 
knowledged congratulations. 

A moment later, as she ran out 
of the stadium Inclosure, the cham- 
pion waved a big silver trophy in 
acknowledgement of the thunder- 
ous cheers that came from a crowd 
of 7000 fans. 


Miss Wills at Her Best 
Never before has Miss Wills 


shown such a rare combination of 
power, generalship and pluck as 
she did in first checking her rival's 
early advance, then putting her to 
rout with astonishing decisivences 
in the final two sets. 

It was a momentous test for the 
young champion against an exve™t- 
enced, skillful opponent, whore 
play has been the sensation of the 
tournament, but Miss Wills met it

Not once, even when she saw her 
early first-set advantage wiped 


away, did Miss Wills falter or lose 
her poise. Desperately as she tried 
to do so, Miss McKane could not 
check the hurricane power behind 
the champlion’'s strokes or solve her 
baffling change of pace. In little 
more time than it had taken for the 
entire first set alone, Miss Wills 
had swept through the remaining 
two to victory, allowing her op- 
ponent only two games and 24 
points.
